Premier Georgi Malenkov arrived

WASHINGTON (IPV-Mercy ship- 
! ments of surplus American food 
to hungry families abroad may be 
i sharply increased under a little- 


I noticed amendment to the Senate 
; farm bill, church leaders said to- 
1 day. 
The Senate adopted the amend- 
! ment by voice vote late Wednes- 
i day. It authorizes Foreign Aid Ad­ 
ministrator John B. Hollister to 
spend up to 500 million dollars dur­ 
ing the current and coming fiscal 
years on shipments of surplus farm 
commodities and other relief pro­ 
grams. 
This represents an increase of 
200 million dollars in funds ear­ 
marked for this purpose. But the 
major significance of the amend­ 
ment, according to religious lead­ 
ers, is that it authorizes Hollister 
to allocate any portion of the mon­ 
ey to pay ocean freight on surplus 
foods which the Agriculture De­ 
partment has made available free 
to private relief organizations for 
iistribution to the needy overseas. 
Officials of church-sponsored re­ 
lief agencies had said previously 
that a lack of funds for ocean 
freight was severely limiting the 
“Share Our Surplus” program.

“ 1 would like to see northern 
churches take the lead because the 
vast majority of them are segre­ 
gated—I don’t care what they say,” 
Graham said. 
“ It is no use saying we are Chris­ 
tians without practicing it,” Gra­ 
ham said.

WASHINGTON (Ult)—U. S. offi­ 
cials hoped today th at a visit ny 
Primo M inister Jawaharlal Nehru 
of India might improve deteriorat­ 
ing relations between the United 
States and the largest democracy 
in the F ar East.

Scientist Says Man Is Partly to 
Blame for Increase in Hurricanes 


WASHINGTON (IP— A scientist 
suggests that man himself may be 
partly to blame for the recent jump 
in the number of hurricanes that 
hit the East Coast. 
This was brought out in testi­ 
mony, released today, at hearings 
before a House A p p ro p ria to r sub 
committee on U. S. scientific plans 
for the 1957-58 International Geo 
physical Year (IGY). 
Dr. Roger R. Revelle, director 
of the Scripps Institution of Ocean­ 
ography in California, said IGY 
scientists will study the increasing 
carbon dioxide content of the at­ 
mosphere and the seas to deter­ 
mine its effect on climate. 
Fuel-burning man is adding 
tre­ 
mendous quantities of carbon diox­ 
ide in the air,” he said, and “lots 
of people” think this may “ cause 


a rem arkable change in clim ate” 
by raising atmospheric tem pera­ 
tures. 
Revelle assured inquiring sub­ 
committee members that carbon 
dioxide, a waste produce of fuel 
burning, is not directly harmful 
to man and does not contribute to 
smog. 
But “ the increase In the number 
of hurricanes on the E ast Coast,” 
he added, “is certainly tied in one 
way or the other with the general 
northward movement of the warm 
air.” 
The subcommittee was asked to 
put up $28 million, in addition to 
$12 million already appropriated, 
to finance U. S. participation in the 
55-nation IGV. 
This is a world­ 
wide program to get new knowl­ 
edge about the earth and space.
